Stu dies 
show that failu re to take on 
plenty of cool drinks when we’re 
perspiring cau ses that dragged- 
ou t feeling many of u s hav e at 
the end of a hot day . Cool wa­ 
ter, milk or fru it ju ices make 
ex cellent thirst qu enchers. 
Be su re to get enou gh sleep. 
In a stu dy made among work­ 
ers it was fou nd that workers 
who 
had 
lost 
sleep 
su ffered 
more from heat than those w'ho 
had enou gh rest. 
Air conditioners are a help bu t 
ff they 're not in the bu dget 
there are other way s of cooling 
the home. Closing the windows 
and drawing the blinds du ring 
the heat of the day can make a 
difference of 10 degrees in in­ 
door temperatu re. An electric 
fan adds to comfort. Place it so 
it blows 
against an opposite 
wall. This keeps the air in mo­ 
tion. Attic fans help night cool­ 
ing and keep roof heat from 
warming u p u pstairs bedrooms. 
Drink alcohol in moderation in 
hot weather. Alcohol affects the 
body ’s heat control mechanism. 
Thou gh it may at first cool, it 
tends to bu ild u p rather than 
redu ce internal heat. 
Cu t down on some of the kitch­ 
en heat. Serv e cool dishes su ch 
as salads. Pick foods that re-

dating back to the gold ru sh day s — homes ornate with gingerbread 
trim and high-peaked roofs . . . fu n to wander along the streets of 
the now restored bu siness section arid spot su ch places as “ Bonanza,” 
catering to those desiring western wear — the ‘‘Golden Key ,” for 
lodging, food and drinks . . . “Chain O' Mines” hotel . . . ‘‘Gru bstake

. . . and for good measu re oodles of old time hony -tonks with 
their blaring mu sic; antiqu e shops, gift shops and import shops. 
I- anted is the old Opera Hou se, bu ilt of solid granite by the 
Cornish and Welsh miners in 1878 . . . now owned by the Univ ersity 
of Denv er, light opera and Broadway play s hav e been presented 
throu ghou t the su mm er months since its opening and renov ation in 
19 32 . . .

WASHINGTON (AP) - Hu n­ 
ger in the United States is m ain­ 
ly a health problem that cannot 
be 
solv ed 
by 
simply 
pu tting 
more food in u ndernou rished or 
em pty bellies, say s a new re­ 
port. 
The report, circu lating among 
influ ential m edical people, pu b­ 
lic officials and researchers, is 
highly critical of a stu dy by the 
Citizens Board of Inqu iry e a r­ 
lier this y ear. 
The citizens board ’s findings 
that 
thou sands 
of people 
are 
starv ing 
in 
the United States 
were based on 
factu al error, 
lack of know ledge and too mu ch 
emotion, say s the new report. 
The report is entitled “ Hu nger 
USA—A Critical Rev iew.” 
The au thor is Dr. H erbert Pol­ 
lack, a staff m em ber of the In­ 
stitu te for Defense Analy ses, a 
priv ate corporation which han­ 
dles a v ariety of research proj­ 
ects for the Pentagon. 
Not Endorsed 
The IDA said the Pollack re­ 
port was his own and is not en­ 
dorsed by the organization. It 
was pu blished by IDA, a spokes* 


m an said, “ as a cou rtesy ” to 
Pollack, who was described as 
“ a widely recognized au thority 
in the medical profession.” 
The pu blished findings of the 
Citizens Board of Inqu iry hav e 
weighed heav ily in efforts for 
ex panded food program s. 
“ It is u nfortu nate that a re­ 
port of this im portance shou ld 
contain so m any factu al errors 
and manifest a lack of basic 
knowledge of nu trition,” Pollack 
said. 
Political 
“ It m u st be considered more 
of a political polemic than a 
scientific treatise. It seems to 
stir u p action based on an emo­ 
tional appeal,” he added. “ As a 
scientific docu ment it fails to 
su pply the necessary 
inform a­ 
tion to direct the energies of the 
responsible people into the prop­ 
e r channels of correctiv e m eas­ 
u res.” 
An ex ample, Pollack said, is a 
hu nger 
report 
statem ent 
that 
nu tritional a n e m i a 
stemming 
prim arily from protein and iron 
deficiencies 
w as 
commonly 
fou nd in 30 to 7 0 per cent of the 
children 
from 
pov erty 
back­ 
g ro unds. 


“ The report does not, at this 
point, mention that ov er 50 per 
cent 
of 
these 
children 
were 
fou nd to hav e intestinal pa ra ­ 
sites 
which 
m ay well 
be the 
cau se of the anem ias,” he said. 
“ Another well-known cau se of 
childhood anemia is ov er u se of 
milk. The bu lk of the ev idence 
is that this is an iron deficiency 
anem ia and not a protein defi­ 
ciency . It was correctible by the 
addition of iron to the diet,” he 
added. 
Accou nts of poor people ex ist­ 
ing on diets of blackey e peas, 
grits, 
flou r, 
fatback, 
potatoes 
and beans also were cited by 
Pollack. 
Protein Sou rce 
“ Blackey e peas are ex cellent 
sou rces 
of 
protein 
as 
are 
beans,” he said. “The potatoes 
are good sou rces of Vitamin C 
and calories, and the fatback is 
a good sou rce of calories and 
protects the greens du ring the 
cooking process. 
“ The monotony of eating is 
frequ ently by choice,” he said. 
“ People 
do 
not 
like 
to 
eat 
strange foods.” 
Anemia, Pollack said, 
is a 
sy mptom 
of 
“a 
v ariety 
of 


cau ses,” 
inclu ding 
chron*£ 
bleeding, 
intestinal 
parasites, 
iron deficiency , protein deficien­ 
cy , inherent bone-marrow dis­ 
eases and m any others. 
Pollack said the hu nger report 
asked w hether poor people get­ 
ting food throu gh welfare pro­ 
gram s receiv e enou gh protein in 
“ starch foods” su ch as potatoes, 
grits, rice, cornpone, bread and 
beans. 
The implication was, Pollack 
said, that children su ffer phy si­ 
cal d am age from su ch diets. 
“ While beans and rice m ay be 
considered starchy foods,” 
he 
said, “ they are also ex cellent 
sou rces of protein and serv e as 
the backgrou nd for mu ch of the 
world’s protein.” 
Pollack said the health prob­ 
lems of Negroes “ are insepara­ 
bly 
connected 
with 
his 
poor 
hou sing, u nem ploy ment and in­ 
adequ ate edu cation” and that 
“ the health problem of the Ne­ 
gro are also the health problem ! 
of the poor.” 
Im prov ed sanitation and edu ­ 
cation cam paigns shou ld be the 
“ first order of attack” in solv ­ 
ing the problem s of the poorly 
nou ris h^ , Pollack said.

2) In America, no man or group of men can 
in* plans! abov e Ihe law’s enforcement or be­ 
neath its protection. We are a nation and a so- 
cietx based on fair awl equal enforcement of the 
law. Therefore, when a hand of “ protesters,” no 
matter what cause they claim to espouse, breaks 
a law. they are just as guilty , 
and J ust as re­ 
sponsible as any other citizen. 
:i) In any ex citing and 
changing society such 
as ours, there will alway s 
dev elop dislocations 
and injustices that must be 
set aright 
through 
legal processes. Thus as one American jurist put 
It, “ the law must be stable but it must not stand 
sitll.” Ev en so, ff we are to ov ercome injustice, 
Ihe change can only come through lawful ev olu­ 
tion. not lawless rev olution. To achiev e Ihis goal, 
all Americans must be encouraged to participate 
in Ihe processes of gov ernment, and specifically 
discouraged from actions oulside the law.

Q—In a recent column,

conflict 
with

statement? How do doctors de­ 
cide whether it is caused by 
nerv ous tension or an infection? 
Does the white blood count show 
infection any where in the body ? 
What is the normal white blood 
count? 


A—I rely on alert readers like 
y ou to keep me on my toes. I 
did not intend to confuse or m is­ 
lead y ou. The garden v ariety or 
run-of-the-mill case of mucous 
colitis is caused by nerv ous ten­ 
sion, 
lax ativ es 
and 
irritating 
foods. On the other hand, intes­ 
tinal infections, although not as 
common as they once w ere, do 
ex ist. It is important for y our 
doctor to differentiate between 
the two conditions. He bases his 
diagnosis 
on 
y our 
history , 
whether there is a fev er, phy si­ 
cal ex amination and laboratory 
findings, especially the stoil ex ­ 
amination.

pared by a guest director, E. 
C. Goossen. who is chairman of 
the art department at Hunter 
College. It contains 57 works by 
33 artists. 
The show’s title makes use of 
the word “ real” in a special 
sense. The works of art are not 
“ realistic” and they hav e noth­ 
ing to do with “ realism .” 
What the artists hav e been do­ 
ing, say s Goossen in an essay in 
the catalog, is to “ confront the 
ex periences and objects we en­ 
counter ev ery day with an ex act 
equiv alence in art.” 
Instead of “ representing” som e­ 
thin« that already ex ists, they 
hav e “ m ade” 
something that 
nev er 
ex isted 
before, 
and 
through that act of “ making” 
they hav e brought the object to 
“ reality .” 
The show begins w’ith a “ pro­ 
phetic” 1929 work by Georgia 
O’Keeffe, an 
early 
hard-edge 
w’ork by 
Alex ander Liberman 
and ty pical ex am ples of abstrac­ 
tions by Mark Rothko, Barnett 
Newman and J ackson Pollock. 
It dem onstrates som e of E lls­ 
worth K elly ’s ex perim ents in the 
power of pure color, and Frank 
Stella’s abandonment of the con­ 
v entional shape of the canv as, 
leading to “ the shaped canv as.” 
There also are specimens il­ 
lustrating 
how the late 
Paul 
Feeley ex tracted the two-dimen­ 
sional shapes he had used in 
painting, and conv erted them in­ 
to three dimensions. 
A series of works by Tony 
Smith shows how he dev eloped 
a modular sy stem in w’hich re­ 
lated canv ases are organized in 
jux taposition. 
The use of color bands on in­ 
creasingly 
larger canv ases 
is 
ex em plified in a late work by 


the 
more 
recent 
target-like 
paintings of Kenneth Noland. 
Minimal painting has led to 
gigantic canv ases, such as P a­ 
tricia J ohanson’s 8 ’ by 28 feet 
ex am ple, which contains only a 
narrow horizontal band of color 
in the middle. 
Another ex ample of the m ax i­ 
mal use of color and the mini­ 
mal use of form is a work by 
J ohn 
McCracken — a 
10-foot 
slab of 
poly ester 
resin 
in 
a 
bright baby blue. 
Goossens sums up the inter­ 
change of painting and sculp­ 
ture by say ing “ Carl Andres’ 
earliest stacked sculptures are 
distinctly related to Stella’s firs! 
black 
pictures; 
Darby 
Ban* 
nard’s paired rectangles suggest 
a 
number of box and plan« 
pieces by Robert Morris, Don* 
aid J udd, and others; while Ag­ 
nes Martin’s stacked and grid 
structures find their equiv alent 
in J udd’s wall sculptures, Larry 
P oons’s grid paintings, and Sol 
LeWitt’s space cages. 
“ But when we put all these 
and 
other 
seem ingly 
sim ilar 
works together, 
subtle 
differ­ 
ences appear, and the full rich­ 
ness of the new v ocabulary of 
forms becomes v isible.” 
Goossens concludes by observ ­ 
ing that “ The new attitude has 
been turning art inside out; in­ 
stead of perceptual ex perience 
being accepted as the means to 
an end, it has becom e the end 
in itself.” 
While the Renaissance artist 
used perspectiv e to create an il­ 
lusion of 
space in 
which 
he 
could make believ able “ the re­ 
ligious and philosophical ideals 
of his time,” he declares, the 
contemporary artist tries “ to 
m ake art itself believ able. Con­ 
sequently the v ery m eans of art 
hav e been isolated and ex posed, 
forcing the spectator to per­ 
ceiv e himself in the process of 
his perceptions.” 
The result, he say s, is that 
“ what was once concealed with­ 
in art — the technical dev ices 
em ploy ed by the artist — is now 
ov ertly rev ealed, and what w as 
once the outside — the m ean­ 
ing of its forms — has been 
turned inside. 
“ The new work of art is v ery 
much like a chunk of nature, a 
rock, a tree, a cloud, and pos­ 
sesses much the sam e herm etic 
‘otherness.’ Whether this kind of 
confrontation 
with 
th® actual 
can

sustained, 
whether it 
can remain v ital and satisfy ing, 
it is not y et possible to tell.”
